The Cologne Gazette demanded today that British desPitc the aPPeal of President w,so,, 
and American troops be the only troops allowed to enter the Rhin 
provinces. It declared French soldiers might incite the populace 
of the provinces. 


A flood of tears accompanied the signing of the documents 


and other articles declaring the defeat of Germany and its allies, 
according to reports. Details of the abdication of Emperor Karl 
of Austro-Hungary showed that he wept bitterly as he signed 
away his rights to the throne. He only consented to the action 
at the request of Cardinal Czenoch who told him that in his abdi- 
cation was the only hope of the safety of himself and his family. 
The palace was surrounded by s >Idiers who intended to murder 
the entire royal family, but they escaped to another palace where 
the abdication was signed, it was stated. 


It was to be expected that there

Details of the abdication of Emperor Karl 
of Austro-Hungary showed that he wept bitterly as he signed 
away his rights to the throne. He only consented to the action 
at the request of Cardinal Czenoch who told him that in his abdi- 
cation was the only hope of the safety of himself and his family. 
The palace was surrounded by s >Idiers who intended to murder 
the entire royal family, but they escaped to another palace where 
the abdication was signed, it was stated.
